Radio Checks and Siren Tests

DMC Skywarn conducts weekly radio checks, last year check-ins totaled 878 volunteer hours. This is a great
opportunity for Skywarn and CERT members to practice using their radios and check-in with Weather Ops.

DMC Skywarn also conducts monthly tests of the outdoor warning sirens at 6pm on the first Wednesday of
each month. All sirens, with the exception of Mediapolis, sound for 2 minutes, stop for 5 minutes, then
sound again briefly unfil they are shut down.

During activations, our trained Skywarn weather spotters are sent out to various areas of
Des Moines County to watch for severe weather activity. Spotters help by reporting things
such as heavy rain, flooding, hail, wind, abnormal cloud formation, funnel clouds, tfornados
debris, and other severe weather conditions.
